Headquarters of General Miles, Five Miles 
from Santiago de Cuba, July 14, via Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, July 15.—There is prob- 
ably no military man in existence who is 
happier than General Miles at the surrender 
of the Spanish forces at Santiago and in 
eastern Cuba. 
It is undoubtedly a fact that his appearance 
upon the scene of action, although at a late 
day, had a salutary effect upon General 
Toral, and that the American commander's 


presence at the final conference today, when 


the capitulation was agreed to on the part of 
the Spanish General, even though Miles had 
little to say, was a strong element in settling 
matters. | 

General Miles, however, is modest in his 
conversation with officers and correspond- 
ents and makes no effort whatever to claim 
undue credit, but he is plainly highly pleased. 

As soon as Santiago is occupied General 
Miles expects to head an expedition to Puerto 
Rico made up of 15,000 of the best troops in 
the regular and volunteer service. Some of 
those who fought at Santiago will be taken 
and others will be drafted from the different 
camps in the United States, where they are 
now concentrated. : 

The expedition will be accompanied by the 
New York, the Iowa, the Indiana, and 
several of the smaller gunboats and con- 
verted ships. 

Of course, it is entirely too early in the 
proceedings to formulate the plan of cam- 


paign against Puerto Rico, but in all prob- 


ability San Juan will be bombarded, and it

A more likely program will be for the war- 
ships to totally demolish the fortifications of 
San Juan, then the troops will land and oc- 
cupy the city, using it as a rendezvous for 
the American forces which it may be nec- 
essary to send to Cuba later for the in- 
vestment of Havana. The climate of Puerto 
Rico is far and away ahead of the yellow 
fever, malarial, plague spot of Santiago. 


TORAL’S FORCES

“A report of the situation in Spain re- 
esived here today by the Austrian court 
from Madrid says that Spain is prepared 
to cede Cuba and pay an indemnity, but will 
by no means give up Puerto Rico, the inhab- 
Kants of which are declared to be content 
and have Never joined in a revolution. Sa- 
gasta trusts to be able to retain the Philip- 
pines, believing the European powers would 
prefer the islands to be in Spanish hands

“Sagasta’s position remains difficult. He 
is less afraid of the Republicans, who are 
divided, than the Carlists, who are active 
and urging a continuation of-the war.

Pressing dispatches in the same sefse have 
been sent to Captain General Blanco. 
One of the chief reasons which has driven 
the government toward peace is a fear that 
the Americans may get a footing in Puerto 
Rico, thus establishing a stronger claim to 
include that island in their demands for ter- 
ritory. Stocks are rising on the Madrid ex- 
change every day, strengthening the convle- 
tion that peace is near. It has been sug- 
gested that the best way to overcome the 
hostility of the Spanish army in Cuba to 
peace would be to send the rank and file to 
their homes on their arrival in Spain, and to 
incorporate the officers in the reserve force. 
Probably the Cuban army will not land in 
Spain in organized condition, but in semi- 
disbanded fragments and unarmed.”’ 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily. 


Chronicle says: I learn on reliable author- 
ity that the Austrian court was informed to- 
day. that Spain was prepared to cede Cuba 
and to pay indemnity, but not to abandon 
Puerto Rico. Sefior Sagasta trusts to be able

The Viehna correspondent of the Times 
discussing the Hispano-American situation 
at considerable length remarks: 

It is a favorable circumstance that the 
war seems to have ‘diminished rather than 
increased the estrangement of the two peo- 
ples. The Americans have a greater respect 
for the Spaniards, and their considerate con- 
duct and frank and cordial recognition of 
Spanish gallantry have c@ated a good im- 
pression in Spain and Austria. It is notice- 
able that the feeling in America is much 
calmer than it was, and it is believed that 
the United States will not insist upon severe 
conditions or exorbitant indemnity. 


Spain Has Everything to Gain. 

** Spain has everything to gain by hasien- 
ing peace. Should Commodore Watson's 
squadron secure a footing in the Canaries the 
situation would be greatly complicated, while 
the longer the American forces remain in 
Cuba and the Philippines the more famiilar 
the Americans will become with the idea of 
colonial expansion and the less inclined to 
surrender their hold upon an acquisition 
whose value is being emphasized by the cov- 
etous glances of European powers. — It is be- 
lieved here, however, that the powers would 
not actively interfere to prevent American 
annexation of the Philippines because Great 
Britain would not codperate.” , 


Spanish View of Peace Terms. 

Madrid, July i15.—Generai Carrea is 
quoted as saying in an interview that he 
thought peace might be arranged on the fol- 
lowing terms: 

The United States and Spain to agree to 
let the Cubans decide by a plebiscite whether 
they desire independence or autonomy under 


the suzerainty of Spain. 


The two governments to agree to abide by 
the result of the plebiscite. 

In the event of the Cubans voting for in- 
dependence, the United States to allow Spain 
nine months in which tg withdraw her army, 
gradually and dignifiedly, from Cuba, as sol- 
diers should after having fought like heroes. 


Keep Puerto Rico at All Costs. 


Continuing the Minister.for War said: 

„We ought to retain Puerto Rico at all 
costs in order to be always near Cuba, of 
which the Americans will be able to despoil 
us in course of time, and in order to more 
easily communicate with the South Amer- 
dean republics, which daily display the 
greatest enthusiasm for Spain. 

As to the Philippine Islands, it is certain 
we will retain them, even though the Amer- 
icans succeed in occupying Manila, of which 
place their occupation will be most brief. 
An official dispatch announces that the 
rebel chiefs and the Americans will not al- 
ways agree, which is to Spain’s advantage. 

The government has formed a scheme 
which will not only assure Spain the pos- 
session of the Philippine Islands, but which 
will reéstablish tranquillity.”’

AMERICANS ON THE COMMISSION TO ARRANGE DETAILS OF SANTIAGO’S CAPITULATION. 
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MUTINY OF SPANIARDS ON THE HAR- 


VARD QUICKLY SUPPRESSED. 


Story of the Trouble Is Related by the 
Cruiser’s Officers—Former Liner Ar- 
rives at Portsmouth with One Thou- 
sand Prisoners of War on Board— 


Five of Them Having Died During 
the Passage. | 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 15.—[Special.]— 
To the men of the Ninth Massachusetts 
Regiment belongs the credit of quelling the 
mutiny which broke out among the Span- 
lards prisoners on the United States auxil- 
lary cruiser Harvard shortly before mid- 
night of July 4. 

The Harvard, having on board 1,008 Span- 
“ish prisoners, dropped anchor in the lower 
harbor this morning shortly after 6, and the 
first direct news of the mutiny aboard the 
ship was learned from the officers. 

On the night of July 4 some 300 of the pvis- 
oners were quartered on the after prom- 
enade deck. A quantity of stores was placed 
there, including a chest of ammunition, and 
about fifty members of the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts were engaged in guarding the 
stores. That evening several slight dis- 
turbances occurred among the men, and the 
guards finally found that the prisoners were 
making an effort to get at the large chest on 
the hurricane deck, containing ammunition, 
and opened fire upon them. The first volley 

Was a savage one, the bullets sweeping from 
both sides aft. Six men fell dead and twelve 
were badly wounded. | 

The volley was effective and the prisoners 
werc soon subdued. They made no further 
trouble. The wounded Spaniards were 
transferred to the hospital ship Solace. 

Of the 1,008 Spanish prisoners aboard the 
Harvard only thirty are officers, and nearly 
all of these are of low grade. 

No such state of good health exists on the 
Harvard as existed on the St. Louis. Many 
of the prisoners are suffering from malaria, 
and during the passage to this port five of 
them died. |

It is quite evident that 
after making a practical surrender General 
Toral, acting under instructions from Blan- 
co, if not from Madrid, endeavored to mod- 
ify the terms of his original proposal; and it 
is felt at the White House that the same 
tactics will be pursued in any general offer 
of capitulation, supposed to originate at 
Madrid, but carried on through the diplo- 
matic representatives of Austria and France. 


Opposed to Holding Philippines. 

It is an open secret here that President Me- 
Kinley does not at the present time desire 
to retain the Phillppines in bulk as a de- 
pendency of the United States. He has 
been persuaded by a navy officer that the 
possession of a coaling station in the Philip- 
pine group is essential to the proper pro- 
tect‘on of American-commerce in the Orient, 
but he is by no means ready to take steps 
which will result in distinct colonization 
so far from our own Pacific coast. The an- 
nexation of Hawaii, it is said by those sup- 
posed to be acquainted with the President's 
plans, has had a tendency to upset any 
scheme for the permanent occupation of the 
Philippines, for with Honolulu in our posses- 
sion our hattleships have a splendid base of 
supplies oniy 3,500 miles from Yokohama 
and only slightly more than the distance 
from New York to Cibraltar. , 

It does not by any means follow that the 
administration proposes to give the Philip- 
pines back to Spain, but the experiment may 
be tried of establishing a popular govern- 
ment there under an American protectorate, 
thus placing this country in a position where 
it could control the islands without being 
directly responsible, as in the case of actual 
colonization. | 


May Not Ask Money Indemnity. 

There is a disposition, mot only at the 
White House, but in the Senate, not to de- 
mand a money indemnity from Spain. The 
theory is advanced that as the United States 
entered upon the war on purely humani- 
tarian grounds it can well afford to bear the 
whole expense itself—taking as its own only 
Puerto Rico and a coaling station in the 
Philippines, but establishing popular gov- 
ernment at Havana and Manila. 

All of the reports of Spanish peace pro- 
| posals sent from abroad seem to indicate 
that the Queen’s advisers will propose a gen- 
eral election in Cuba to determine whether 
that island shall be independent or remain 
a Spanish possession. No such proposition 
will be entertained for an instant, for if he 
did so the President would be guilty of dis- 
obeying the statute law of the land, for the 
resolutions passed by Congress and signed 
by him specifically declared that “ the peo- 
ple of Cuba are and of right ought to be in- 
dependent.“ and the President, therefore, 
should not consent to an election to deter- 
mine a matter which has already been de- 
cided by Congress and by himself. The 
United States has declared that the people. 
of Cuba must be free, whether they want 
to be or not, and the war will be prosecuted 

until Spain admits that fact. 


Blanco May Hold out. 

The President is anxious for peace, but 
most of his advisers seem to believe that 
Blanco, with 100,000 men behind him in Ha- 
vana, is not likely to capitulate until some 
steps have been taken to reduce the fortifi- 
cations there, or until the slow process of 
starvation becomes intolerable. ) 
It is felt in official circles that the fall of 
Santiago will tend toward peace, but will’ 
not actually bring it, and for this reason the 
occupation of Manila, the attack on Puerto 
Rico, and the of the Canaries will 
be prosecuted as preliminaries to an attack 
on the peninsula itself.

The time, 1:40, was sufficient to ex- 
plain the defeat of the. heavy weights, al- 
though there was much grumbling, not- 
withstanding. 

Enéch Wishard scored a win in the third 
race with his 3-year-old filly, Mary Biack, | 
and came the nearest kind executing a big 
betting coup with Heigh Ho in the closing 
race, only a bad start defeating the daugh- | | 
ter of Himyar—Janet.

THE SITUATION AT SANTIAGO. 
The American people were informed 
promptly of the decision of Generak Toral 
to surrender Santiago. They have not been 
told yet what the fruits of the surrender are, 
for the surrender has not been consummat- 


ed. The le are curious to know how 
many Spanish soldiers, able-bodied and 
disabled, have been made prisoners, and 
how many s of artillery and Mauser 


rifles have changed hands—they want an 
inventory of the spoils of war. The Amer- 
ican and Spanish commissioners have been 
engaged, slowly and deliberately, in draft- 
ing the arti of capitulation. As far 
as is known they have not completed their 
task. More rapid progress would be made, 
perhaps, if the commissioners spoke the 
same language, The Spaniards have made 
unlooked for demands. They have re- 
quested that the arms of the soldiers be re- 
stored to th when they get to Spain. 


This is an unusual request, made to save

arrangements for surrender are causing 
the Washington authorities some alarm. 
Some are inclined to suspect treachery on 
the part of in Spaniards—that they are 
trying to gain time, and at the last moment 
may repudiate their agreement and force 
the Americans to bombard the place. It is 
to be hoped that this is not true, and that 
the Spaniards are fighting over the words 
and syllables of the articles of capitulation 
so that they may not be too disagreeable 
reading at home. | 

These delays are specially annoying be- 
cause the authorities want to know how 
many soldiers are to be shipped to, Spain, 
so that prompt arrangements may be made 
for their rempval. This may be a perplex- 
ing problem, The available transports will 
be needed to take to Puerto Rico the 
American troops that are to be sent there. 


The question will be where to find a ‘suit | 


ficient number of transports for an in- 
definite number of Spanish soldiers, many 
of them sick or wounded, and their officers. 
This is an unusual undertaking. 

One gratifying piece of news is that there 
have been only a few new cases of yellow 
fever and that the disease is of a mild type. 
All the soldiers, except those who are im- 
muhes, will be moved to a healthier loca- 
tion soon. When that has been done it is 
believed the danger from yellow fever will 
be at un end and that the soldiers will re- 
cover speedily from the effects of the labors 
and privations of the last few weeks. 

For a few days there bids fair to be a 
dearth of exciting news. The next moves 
in the game of war will be the sending of an 
army to Puerto Rico and of a fleet to 
Spain, Active preparations are being made 
for both, but the exact dates of departure 
have not been fixed, and there may be many 
false guesses made before they get off. 
Theinhabitants of San Juan de Puerto Rico, 
having heard of the fate of Santiago, feel 
that the turn of that place will come next 
and are fleeing from the city. The Spaniards 
on the island will be able to offer only a 
brief and ineffectual resistance to the 
American army, which should be sent there 
without loss of time. 

For it is becoming more and more evi- 
dent that the Spanish government is mak 
ing preparations to sue for peace. A decree 
has been issued temporarily suspending 
the rights of individuals as guaranteed by 
the constitution.” This is equivalent to a 


edeclaration of martial law, It is a notifica- 


tion to the turbulent elements, whether 
Carlists or so-called Republicans, that if 
they attempt to create disturbances or 
“ manifestations” of any kind when the 
government makes peace proposals, or con- 
cludes peace, they will be dealt with sum- 
marily. Probably this is a sensible precau- 
tion, although there is no doubt that the 
great majority of the Spanish people arc 
ardently desirous of peace. No meetings 
can be held hereafter without the permis- 
sion of the authorities, and nothing can be 
printed without their consent. The people 
are to be kept in the dark. | . 
The Spanish Premier has gone so far as 
to say that Spain wants peace, but that “ it 
must be an honorable peace as Spain de- 
serves.” What he means by an “ honor- 
able peace he has not stated. Probably 
he has in mind one which would restore to 
Spain about all her colonies, with the ex- 
ception of Cuba. It will not take Sagasta 
long to learn that the United States will’ 
deem such terms inadmissible. He must 
make up his mind to accept the terms to be 
dictated by this country. If he is not ready 
to do that peace overtures will be useless. 
In the meantime no European nation is 
taking any active interest in Spanish affairs.

The surrender of Santiago has made the 
Americans undisputed masters of the east- 
ern part of the province of that name. The 
army which is to be sent to Puerto Rico 
in a few days will wrest that island from 
the Spaniards in a short time. The sol- 
diers who have been captured at Santiago 
will be back in Spain soon, telling every- 
body how usetess it is to attempt to resist 
They will preach 
peace. Even before those soldiers get back 
home, however, the Spanish government 
will feel that speedy peace is a necessity, if 
anything is to be saved from the wreck: 
It will appeal to the powers of Europe to 
secure the best possible terms for defeated 
Spain. 

The mugwumps and large numbers of 
Democratic opponents of national expansion 
will come to the assistance of Spain by pro- 
testing vigorously against the acquisition 
by this country of any insular territory 
wherever situated. They will assert vocif- 
erously that the holding of such territory 
either in the West Indies or the Pacific 
will cost the American taxpayers dear— 
that the “crushing war taxes on poor 
people,” such as 1 cent on each five glasses 
of beer, for instance, will have to be re- 
tained indefinitely; and that an enormous 
standing army will have to be maintained 
which will be used by some future Presi- 
dent to make himself dictator. 

Intelligent people cannot be gulled by. 
assertions like these. They are familiar 
with the experience of Britain, the great 
colonial power of the world. That nation 
has a standing army of 220,000, or nine 
times that of the United States prior to 
the present war. Of the British regulars 
76,000 are kept in India to look after 300 
million Asiatics. There are about 73,000 
in England and 23,000 in Ireland. The 
remainder are in South Africa, Egypt. 
Cypress, Gibraltar, on the west coast of 
Africa, and in the West Indies. The total 
annual cost of that standing army is 100 | 
million dollars a year, or two-thirds what 
the United States pays annually for pen- 
sions. 

The colonies of Britain cost that country 
practically nothing. India pays its own 
way. So does Canada. So do the Aus- 
tralian and the South African colonies, 
The chief item of expense they entail is 
the cost of maintenance of a navy larger 
than would be needed if Britain had no 
colonies. While those colonies form a part 
of the British Empire, they are not repre- 
sented in Parliament and they do not com- 
plain that they are not. There is nothing 
in the experience of Britain to deter the 
United States from acquiring possessions 
not situated on this continent. 

What has been said of Britain applies 
also to France, which has extensive colonial 
possessions, covering, including the coun- 
tries under protection and “spheres of in- 
fluence,” an area of three and a half 
million square miles, with a population 
of nearly 50 millions. Exclusive of Al- 
geria, which is considered a part of 
France, that country controls in Africa 
Tunis, Senegal, Madagascar, the Western 
Soudan, ete. It has islands in Oceanica and 
in the West Indies. In the southeastern 
angle of Asia it holds 272,000 square miles 
with a population of over 21 millions. These 
colonies add little to the expenses of the

xu WORK OF THE OREGON. 
The battleship Oregon made a phenom- 
enal record for speed umong vessels of its 
class in its recent long-distance run from 
the Patific: coast to Florida. In the recent 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet its speed and 
fine handling were again its distinguish- 
ing marks among all the other vessels, and 
enabled it to tackle every one of the Spanish 
ships. Some of the officers recently ar- 
rived at Portsmouth, who were participants 
in the fight, have been telling the story of 
it, and, while in the main they confirm the 
press v ns, yet all of them agree in giv- 
ing a de of credit to the remarkable 
work of the Oregon which deserves the 
widest publicity. 
According to their statements, on the 
morning of the fight there were four of the 
warships off the entrance to the harbor. 
The Oregon, slightly to the east, west of 
it the converted yacht Gloucester, then the 
Iowa, to the west of the Iowa the Texas, 
while eight or ten miles west of the harbor 
was the Brooklyn with Commodore Schley 
on boa 
out the Brooklyn for some reason was 
steaming westward, while the other vessels 
lay with steam up. The Spaniards came 
out in the following order: The Cristobal 
Colon with Cervera on board, the Vizcaya 


Teresa fourth, the two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers bringing up the rear. What fol- 
lowed is thus told by one of the officers: 


_ While the Iowa got in the first biow at the fleet 
as they came dashing by, the Oregon was the 
first American outside the Brooklyn in motion. 
It gathered headway so fast that it cut in be- 
tween the Iowa and the fleet and plumped a 
good 18-inch shell at the Colon before it had 
gone by. The Oregon was therefore in a most ex- 
cellent position to meet the’ Vizcaya when it 
came along, and with the help of the Texas tackled 
it so flercely that it was on fire in a few minutes 
and had headed for the beach.. 

While the Oregon’s whole forward starboard 
battery was banging at the Vizcaya, the after 
guns had swung around and were pumping shells 
in the Oquendo, which also had been tackled by 


the Iowa, which, in the meantime, had disposed 


of the Teresa. 

These three vessels were disposed of in 
about twenty minutes. By this time the

What becomes of the silver question? I am one 
of those Democrats who believe that no prosperity 
will ever again be witnessed in this country of 
euch a degree and intensity as existed prior to 
1878, until the act of 1873 demonetizing silver be 
repealed. What becomes of that issue? With the 
acquisition of new territory, which will keep the 
Republican party continually in power, with al- 
liances made with people who are committed to 
the gold standard, that issue will become only a 
recollection; and even if the Democratic party 
survives this great onward march to imperialism, 
it will not bring with its resurrection any bimetal- 
lic policy, nor shall we ever hear again of the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
Except in war times, or when suffering 
from panics like those of 1816, 1837, and 
1859, the United States enjoyed prosperity 
prior to 1873. That prosperity, however, 
was not due to the fact that the laws 
permitted the free coinage of silver dol- 
lars, for from Jefferson's day down to 
1878 practically no silver dollars were 
coined. When any were they did not 
circulate. The failure of the owners of 
silver bullion to take ‘it to the mint, even 
after the United States decame a great 
producer of that metal, was one of the 
reasons why the law authorizing the free 
coinage of silver was repealed in 1873. 
These are facts which Senator McKnery 
ought to have learned during the last 
quarter of a century. | 


Since 1878, however, nearly 500 million’ 


full legal tender silver dollars have been 
coined and put in circulation, most of them 
in the shape of paper certificates, because the 
people will not lug the coins arvund with 
them on account of their size and weight. 
Less than 60 million of those clumsy dol- 
lars are in actual circulation. So if the 
existence of a handful of silyer dollars 
prior to 1873 caused prosperity, the exis- 
tence of several hundred million silver dol- 
lars subsequent to 1878 ought to have caused 
greatly increased prosperity. Senator Mc- 
Enery will not admit that, however, nor 
does the Senator go into details concern- 
ing the prosperity of the United States 
prior to 1873. He does not mention a year 
when it was as prosperous as it was in 


The Senator may answer that the country 
would be more prosperous if it had free 
coinage silver dollars instead of silver dol- 
lars coined on government account and 
kept at gold par, but he will not explain 
how “16 to 1” free coinage dollars can 
make better times.

Peace. 

New York Sun: Why is it that the Ruro- 
pean powers evince a feverish anxiety to 
see the present war brought toaclose? With 
the exception of Austria-Hungary, the sov- 
ereign of which may be presumed to feel 
some personal sympathy for His second 
cousin, the Queen Regent Christina, the 
great European States regard the contest 
between our country and Spain much as they 
regarded the contest between Turkey and 
Greece. They shudder at the appalling con- 
sequences of the next general war, so co- 
lossal are the existing armaments and to 
such a pitch of deadly perfection have fire- 
arms been brought. They know, too, that 


a general war may grow at any hour oùt 


of a local one, seeing that, by the telegraph 


| wires which girdle it, the globe has been 


converted into a bundle of nerves that, re- 
ceiving a shock at one point, feel a respon- 
sive thrill in every cell dnd filament. The 
determination evinced by the great powers 
to encyst and stifie the war in Thessaly was 
prompted by the same dire experience that 
has taught farmers on the prairie to smother 
a fire at its inception. Now it will be easy 
to show that, by our interposition in Cuba, 
we have signally promoted the desire of the 
Duropean governments to extinguish as 
quickly as possible all sporadic outbreaks 
of flame that might lead to a widespread con- 
flagration; and that the work of fire insur- 
ance, so far as we can further it, will only 
be rounded out when all the Spanish colo- 
nies shall have been turned over to us. 

For three years the state of things in Cuba 


nad been a reproach to civilization and a 


menace to the peace of the world. We say 


we could not have persisted much longer 
in a dog-in-the-manger policy and forbidden 
the desperate insurgents to invoke the aid 
of some European power.

The association at this session voted al- 
most unanimously its approval of the Illinois 
Supreme Court's new rule as to the require- 
ments for admission to the bar, adopted a re- 
port recommending the appointment of dan 
additional Judge of the United States Cir- 
cult Court for the Seventh Circuit to relieve 
the press of federal court business in Chi- 
cago and detailed a committee to urge this 
recommendation upon Congress, 
ferred to the delegates to the National Bar 
association a“ resolution proposing and fa- 
voring a complete reorganization of the 
federal judiciary, with a wide extension of 
the right of appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

A. M. Pence moved the adoption of a reso- 
lution approving the rule which requires 
that an applicant for examination for ad- 
mission to the bar shall have studied law 
three years, instead of two as formerly re- 
Hamilton offered an 
amendment to the end that the rule should 
not operate against persons who had entered 
upon the study of law before its adoption. 

Mr. Hanwilton, James H. Raymond, Judge
